Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Health 
Services  in  Radnorshire  and  the  health  of  the  people  of 
Radnorshire  during  the  year  1961. 


Vital  Statistics. 


Preliminary  results  of  the  census  taken  during  the  year 
showed  that  the  population  in  the  county  had  fallen  in  ten 
yeai-s  by  7.8%  to  18  431.  The  population  of  the  Urban 
Districts  fell  by  l.3/0  and  of  the  Rural  Districts  by  10  8%. 
JBy  plotting  on  a graph  it  may  be  shown  that  the  drop  in  pop- 
ulation which  has  been  occurring  for  generations  has  recently 
become  steeper. 


The  death  rate  in  the  county  was  below  that  for  England 
and  Wales  and  so  was  the  birth  rate.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  for  1961  was  slightly  above  that  for  England  and  Wales, 
but  the  five  year  rate  (for  the  years  1957-61  inclusive)  was  /I 
a very  low  and  gratifying  figure.  The  illegitimate  mortality 
rate  was  very  high.  This  last  figure  is  however  entirely 
misleading.  For  several  years  there  have  been  no  deaths 
among  illegitimate  infants  in  the  county  and  the  five  year 
illegitimate  mortality  rate  (for  the  years  1957-61  inclusive)  is 
34,  a reasonably  satisfactory  figure. 


Nursing  Services. 


.U  . Further  experience  this  year  confirmed  the  impression 
thit  the  Local  Health  Authority  made  a wise  decision  in 
a"a"51°K  that  most  of  the  Health  Visiting  in  the  county 
should  be  undertaken  by  whole-time  Health  Visitors. 


Routine  testing  of  children  at  the  age  of  6 weeks  for 
phenylketonuria  was  continued  but  no  children  were  found  to 
be  suffering  from  this  condition. 

A new  venture  during  the  year  was  the  introduction  of 
routine  testing  of  the  hearing  of  children  during  the  first  year 
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Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

In  view  of  the  markedly  greater  risk  of  infection  to 
which  children  in  school  are  exposed,  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  requested  that  a reinforcing  dose  of  poliomyelitis  vac- 
cine should  be  offered  to  as  many  children  as  possible  to 
provide  added  protection.  Restriction  of  supplies  of  vaccine 
in  September,  however,  necessitated  adjustments  to  our  pro- 
gramme, thus  hampering  our  plans  for  providing  fourth  doses 
of  vaccine  to  children  between  5 and  12  years  of  age. 

Oral  vaccine  became  available  as  an  emergency  measure 
in  the  control  of  serious  outbreaks  of  the  disease,  and  from 
January  1st  persons  over  40,  who  were  not  in  any  priority 
group,  could  be  vaccinated,  although  this  was  not  actively 
encouraged,  as  the  risk  of  contracting  poliomyelitis  diminishes 
with  age. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  wThooping  cough  and 
tetanus  was  made  available  by  a combined  vaccine.  The  use 
of  combined  antigens  had  previously  been  discouraged,  but  the 
fear  of  their  giving  rise  to  provocation  poliomyelitis  appeared 
to  have  been  exaggerated.  Antigenic  response  to  combined 
vaccine  appears  to  be  at  least  as  good  as  to  separate  vaccines. 

Ambulance  Service. 

A new  scheme  based  on  the  division  of  the  county  into 
13  areas  in  each  of  which  one  contractor  only  was  responsible 
for  providing  sitting-case  cars,  was  approved  by  the  County 
Council  during  the  year  and  came  into  operation  on  1st 
January,  1962. 

This  scheme  had  four  aims  (l)  to  enhance  the  co- 
operation between  medical  practitioners,  the  hospital  and 
specialist  services  and  the  local  health  authority,  (2)  to  effect, 
if  possible,  a financial  saving,  (3)  to  eliminate  duplicated 
journeys,  and  (4)  to  remove  any  anomalies  between  and  dis- 
satisfaction among  car  hirers. 

A ‘Porton’  Portable  Resuscitating  Apparatus  was  pur- 
chased for  use  with  our  ambulances.  It  is  kept  in  the 
Llandrindod  Wells  vehicle. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

Our  arrangements  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  against 
tuberculosis  were  extended,  and  Freeze  Dried  vaccine  was 
introduced.  This  has  certain  advantages.  In  particular  it 
can  be  stored  for  period  of  up  to  a year  whereas  the  Danish 
vaccine  which  it  replaced  had  to  be  used  within  a few  days  of 
manufacture 
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Chiropody  Service 

The  County  of  Radnor  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 
continued  to  provide  a chiropody  service  for  old  people  and 
towards  this  service  the  County  Council  made  a grant  of  /400. 
The  County  Council  purchased  equipment  amounting  to  £ 250 
for  the  Llandrindod  Wells,  Presteigne  and  Rhayader  Chiropody 
Clinics. 

Our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Miss  D.  A.  Payne  for 
her  splendid  work  in  this  field. 


Mental  Health  Services. 


In  my  last  report  I mentioned  the  difficulties  that  had 
occurred  in  fully  implementing  the  Mental  Health  Act  in  this 
county.  These  difficulties  have,  of  course,  resulted  from  a small 
and  scattered  population.  Because  of  this  feature  it  has  not 
been  practicable  to  establish  hostels  for  psychotic  persons  no 
longer  needing  medical  and  nursing  treatment,  or  for  mentally 
subnormal  persons.  A proposal  was  contemplated  for  estab 
lishing  a junior  and  adult  training  centre  in  a disused  school 
building,  but  after  careful  enquiry  among  the  few  mentally 
subnormal  perso  is  who  could  benefit  from  such  occupation  and 
training,  it  was  found  that  only  four  children  and  four  adults 
would  be  willing  to  attend.  Such  numbers  meant  that  this 
training  centre  could  not  be  justified  and  the  project  was 
abandoned.  As  an  alternative,  enquiries  were  made  of  the 
Breconshire  authority,  who  informally  agreed  that  mentally 
subnormal  persons  from  this  county  requiring  occupation  and 
training  could  be  accepted  in  the  centre  wh  ch  they  honed  to 
erect  in  Brecon. 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Suicide  Act.  1961,  attempted 
Suicide  ceased  to  be  a criminal  offence  and  is  now  to  be 
regarded  as  a medical  and  social  problem.  Such  patients  can 
be  helped  considerably  by  the  services  provided  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority,  particularly  the  Mental  Health  Service.

Local  Government  Commission. 

A notable  feature  of  1961  was  the  publication  of  the 
Draft  Proposals  of  the  Local  Government  Commission  for 
Wales.  These  envisaged  the  establishment  of  a South  East 
Wales  County  comprising  the  existing  counties  of  Breconshire 
(as  modified  by  changes  in  its  existing  boundary),  Monmouth- 
shire (as  modified  by  boundary  changes  in  the  Rhymney 
Valley)  and  Radnorshire. 

The  Commission’s  view  was  that  new  administrative 
counties  should  be  formed  by  the  amalgamation  of  substantially 
whole  existing  counties  rather  than  by  the  creation  of  an 
entirely  new  pattern. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  encourage- 
ment which  I have  received  on  all  hands  during  the  year. 
Thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  County 
Council  and  in  particular  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Welfare  Services  Committee  for  all  the  interest  which  they 
have  taken  in  the  Services  and  all  the  support  they  have  given 
to  me. 

I should  like  to  thank  also  the  members  of  my  staff  and 
in  particular  Miss  E.  J.  Bell-Currie,  Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer,  for  their  loyal  and  devoted  service.

In  the  year  under  review,  greater  emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  additional  training.  Four  members  of  the  staff  have 
successfully  completed  courses  designed  to  give  them  special- 
ist training.  Eight  members  attended  refresher  courses  in 
Midwifery,  District  Nurse  Training  and  Mental  Health.  One 
member  of  the  staff  is  taking  a one  year’s  course  in  Midwifery. 

The  staff  establishment  is  complete. 


HEALTH  VISITING: 

In  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health,  most  Health  Visiting  is  undertaken  by  qualified 
Health  Visitors,  and  three  whole  time  Health  Visitors  are 
employed.  They  have  taken  over  much  of  the  Child  Welfare, 
School  Health  and  Mental  Health  Services.  Routine  visiting 
forms  the  backbone  of  their  work,  giving  an  overall  picture  of 
the  problems  still  to  be  dealt  with.  It  has  not  been  practical 
at  the  present  time  formally  to  attach  Health  Visitors  to 
General  Practitioner  groups,  but  in  fact  this  is  to  a consider- 
able extent  what  is  happening.  The  Health  Visitor  keeps  in 
close  touch  with  the  General  Practitioners  in  her  area. 

The  existing  arrangements  for  Health  Visitors  to  follow 
up  cases  discharged  from  hospital  are  entirely  unsatisfactory. 
We  are  notified  very  belatedly  as  a rule  when  a school  child 
is  discharged,  but  we  are  never  notified  of  the  discharge  of  an 
adult  from  hospital  unless  treatment  is  required  from  the 
District  Nurse.  As  a result  it  has  not  been  possible  to  do 
what  we  would  like  to  do,  that  is  to  arrange  that  the  Health 
Visitor  visit  these  patients  within  a day  or  two  of  discharge 
to  ensure  that  everything  is  being  done  to  effect  a speedy 
convalescence. 

In  conjunction  with  Mont  comeryshire,  arrangements 
were  made  for  Dr.  I.  G.  Taylor  of  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  Deaf  at  Manchester  University  to  give  a course  of 
instruction  in  the  testing  of  the  hearing  of  young  children. 
Four  Health  Visitors  attended  and  are  now  carrying  out  this 
work  routinely  in  this  county.  In  future,  all  children  will  be 
tested  at  9 months  of  age  or  thereabouts. 
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MIDWIFERY  : 

The  downward  trend  in  domiciliary  confinements  con- 
tinues and  with  the  National  shortage  of  midwives,  much 
thought  must  be  given  to  make  full  use  of  our  nurses  who 
hold  the  O.M.B.  Certificate. 

Greater  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  necessity  for 
better  ante-natal  care. 

It  is  heartening  to  note  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
general  practitioners  ante-natal  clinics  attended  by  our 
midwives. 

The  results  of  the  Peri-natal  survey  organised  by  the 
National  Birthday  Trust  Fund,  should  give  further  guidance 
in  our  ante-natal  care. 

HOME  NURSING  : 

The  trend  in  Radnorshire  is  towards  an  ageing  popula- 
tion. Increased  services  to  the  elderly  show  an  increased  call 
on  the  nursing  services.  Changes  are  occurring  in  the  type 
of  nursing  required,  from  general  nursing  care  to  injections, 
and  from  injections  to  oral  drugs.  Much  of  the  District 
Nurses’  work  is  in  this  field. 


WORK  AS  MENTAL  WELFARE  OFFICERS  : 


This  new  but  important  branch  of  our  work  shows  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  after-care  visits  paid.  It  is  exacting 
and  time  consuming.  Unfortunately  we  can  only  visit  those 
people  who  request  our  services,  but  as  the  Health  Visitors  in 
their  capacity  as  Mental  Welfare  Officers  become  known,  it 
is  hoped  that  more  persons  will  take  advantage  of  their 
services. 


Difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  obtaining  the  services 
of  people  who  are  suitable  to  carry  out  this  work. 

As  all  Home  Helps  are  engaged  on  a part-time  basis, 
continuity  of  employment  cannot  be  ensured.  Lack  of  trans- 
port in  the  rural  areas  also  presents  a problem.  Until  these 
defects  are  remedied,  it  is  not  possible  to  guarantee  assistance 
to  all  those  who  seek  aid.

INOCULATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH: 

The  arrangements  for  protection  against  Whooping 
Cough  were  adhered  to,  as  in  previous  years. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  children  completed  a course 
of  inoculation  against  whooping  cough  during  the  year. 

Constant  encouragement  to  parents  to  have  their 
children  vaccinatedand  immunised  against  smallpox,  diphteria 
and  whooping  cough  is  given  by  the  nurses  and  health 

visitors. 


TRIPLE  VACCINE: 

During  the  year  triple  vaccine  was  being  used  which 
orovides  Protection  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  and 
Tetanus  by  only  three  injections  as  opposed  to  eight  or  nine 
injections  using  single  antigens. 

Each  of  these  three  injections  which  together  make  the 
primary  course  are  of  0.5  c.c.  instead  of  1 c c.  as  previously 
required,  and  this  causes  the  child  less  discomfort. 

This  vaccine  was  made  available  to  all  General  Med- 
ical Practioners  as  an  alternative  to  the  separate  vaccines. 
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VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was 
extended  to  all  persons  who  had  not  at  the  time  of  their 
application  reached  the  age  of  40,  and  also  to  a small  number 
of  other  groups. 

In  April,  1961,  the  Ministry  of  Health  recommended 
that  a reinforcing  fourth  dose  should  be  offered  to  children 
when  they  enter  school  ; and  also  to  children  of  5 years  and 
over  already  at  school  who  have  not  reached  the  age  of 
twelve  years.  In  all  cases  the  reinforcing  dose  should  be 
administered  not  earlier  than  one  year  after  the  third  dose, 
but  as  soon  as  possible  afterwards. 

The  majority  of  immunisations  continued  to  be  carried 
out  by  Family  Doctors.  I vaccinated  those  children  register- 
ed with  the  one  doctor  in  the  county  who  does  not  take  part 
in  the  scheme. 

General  Medical  Practitioners  were  paid  the  usual  fee 
of  5/-  for  each  record  card  received  in  the  office.  This  pay- 
ment was  also  made  for  records  of  the  third  injection. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy  four  children  born  in  the 
years  1943-1960  received  a primary  course  of  two  injections 
against  poliomyelitis  during  the  year, 

Eighty  young  persons  in  the  age-group  1933-42,  three 
hundred  and  eleven  adults  and  eighty-eight  other  persons 
also  received  two  injections. 

Eight  hundred  and  ninety  persons  were  given  third 
injections  during  the  year  and  six  hundred  and  eight  persons 
were  given  a fourth  injection.

Chest  Physician.  None  of  these  children  showed  evidence  of 
active  tuberculosis.

Health  Education 

The  Health  Visitors  continued  to  give  talks  at  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  and  to  voluntary  bodies.  In  the  southern 
part  of  the  county  the  Health  Visitor  concerned  established 
very  close  relations  with  the  only  secondary  school  m the 
area  and  has  given  regular  talks  to  the  children  on  various 
topics.  This  sort  of  activity  should  be  extended.  In  addition 
talks  on  smoking  and  lung  cancer  were  given  by  Health 
Visitors  at  all  Secondary  Schools  but  during  this  year  the 
talks  were  given  to  the  junior  scholars  in  the  schools  as  it  was 
felt  that  at  this  age  smoking  habits  were  beginning  o e 
established,  but  there  was  still  considerable  hope  that  they 
could  be  modified. 

Monthly  mestings  of  the  nurses  and  Health  Visitors 
and  ancillary  staff  were  held  at  which  talks  were  given  and 
films  shown  of  medical  and  nursing  interest.  These  meetings 
have  been  of  great  value. 


Section  29  — Home  Help  Service. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Superintendent 
Nursing  Officer  who  is  Home  Help  Organiser.

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Miss  Gwendoline  Morgan  reports  on  her  work  for 
1961  as  follows  : — 

“The  introduction  of  the  joint  psychiatric  care  scheme, 

combining  the  Local  Authority  Nursing  staff  and  the  estab- 
lished Psychiatric  Social  Service  met  with  some  initial  diffi- 
culties during  the  first  months  of  the  year.  These  early 
problems  have  now  been  partially  overcome  and  it  seems 
likely  that  the  mentally  sick  of  the  county  will  be  visited  and 
cared  for  by  staff  who  are  genuinely  interested  in  and  capable 
or  dealing  with  their  particular  and  often  difficult  problems. 
The  machinery  of  the  after  care  scheme  still  needs  some 
attention  however  : new  workers  in  the  field  of  Psychiatric 

social  work  would  benefit  greatly  from  courses  in  theoretical 

and  practical  instruction  so  that  they  can  feel  adequate  to 
meet  the  demands  that  will  be  made  on  them. 

Luring  1961,  the  admission  and  discharge  rate  of  patients 
to  and  from  the  Mid-Wales  Hospital  again  showed  a marked 
increase  on  previous  years  and  attendances  at  the  Llandrin- 
dod Psychiatric  Clinic  were  high.  The  rural  nature  of  the 
area  and  the  shortage  of  public  transport  causes  inconvenience 
and  some  hardship  to  the  less  affluent  members  of  our  society 
who  find  difficulty  in  visiting  relatives  in  hospital.  Similarly 
the  lack  of  light  industry  and  the  inability  to  travel  to  centres 
where  work  may  be  available  makes  the  resettlement  of  the 
psychiatric  patient  extremely  difficult.  The  Ministry  of 
Labour  Rehabilitation  scheme  has  been  helpful  to  some  of  our 
younger  patients  who,  following  periods  of  training  at  Indus- 
trial Rehabilitation  Units,  have  been  placed  in  employment 
suitable  to  their  mental  and  physical  capacity.  Even  some 
chronic  sufferers  have  been  reclaimed,  and  resettled  through 
this  agency  e.g.  a 36  year  old  Radnorshire  man  who  had 
spent  most  of  his  life  in  hospitals,  was  accepted  for  training 
at  Egham  Rehabilitation  Centre.  There  his  progress  was  so 
satisfactory  that  he  was  granted  a further  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  horticulture  at  St.  Lloyes  College,  Exeter.  With  a 
suitable  trade  at  his  finger  tips  he  will  eventually  be  placed 
in  a post  as  residential  gardener  and  for  the  first  time  in  his 
life  he  will  be  a self  supporting  member  of  the  community. 
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The  need  for  a half-way  house  between  hospital  and 
normal  life  is  still  apparent.  The  gap  between  these  two  ways 
of  life  could  be  bridged  in  many  cases  by  hostel  accommoda- 
tion where  the  ex-patient  would  receive  the  support  and 
understanding  he  needs  in  the  crucial  days  of  re-adjustment. 
Due  to  the  kindness  of  the  Birmingham  Local  Health  Author- 
ity, certain  patients  who  would  otherwise  be  unable  to  make 
their  way  in  normal  society  have  been  given  places  in  a 
Midlands  Hostel  where,  after  six  months  of  sheltered  living 
and  working  conditions,  they  have  become  fit  enough  to 
branch  out  into  an  independent  existence. 

Voluntary  help  has  been  much  appreciated  during  the 
year.  Individuals  and  societies  have  again  willingly  assisted 
us  in  our  work  but  there  is  still  a need  for  increased  effort 
particularly  in  respect  of  the  long  stay  hospital  patient  who 
is  likely  to  become  institutionalised  unless  kept  in  touch  with 
home  news  and  local  conditions.

The  Ministry  of  Housing  stressed  the  need  for  full 

co-operation  between  housing,  local  and  health  and  welfare 

authorities  and  voluntary  organisations  in  providing  for  the 

well  being  of  old  people. 

Much  good  work  was  undertaken  by  voluntary  organ- 
isations and  not  least  by  the  County  of  Radnor  Old  People  s 
Welfare  Committee.  Clubs  for  old  people  were  held  in 
Knighton,  Llandrindod,  Presteigne  and  Rhayader. 

The  residents  of  our  old  people’s  homes  benefited  con- 
siderably from  voluntary  work  which  ranged  from  fortnightly 
religious  services  conducted  in  the  homes  to  gifts  for  the 
residents  at  Easter,  Harvest  Festival  and  Christmas,  and 
invitations  to  tea  and  entertainment. 

Tn  1950-51  the  actual  expenditure  on  Welfare  Services 

for  Old  People  in  Radnorshire  was  £5,903.  In  1960-61  the 
expenditure  amounted  to  £13,626.  After  allowing  for  ordinary 

annual  increases  of  expenditure  this  indicates  an  expansion 

of  the  welfare  services  which  could  hardly  have  been  contem- 
plated ten  years  ago.
